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Health department warns Mississauga 
residents of West Nile presence 


The Region of Peel health 
officials announced on Fri- 
day that mosquitoes in the 
Dixie and Lakeshore Road 
area in Mississauga have 
tested positive for the West 
Nile virus. 

In a news release, the re- 
gion said that heavy rainfall 
is to blame for the confirmed 
presence, as it generated 
breeding grounds for mos- 
quitoes capable of carrying 
the virus. 

“With this recent confir- 
mation of West Nile activ- 
ity, we are increasing our 


efforts in south Mississauga 
and the surrounding area by 
looking for breeding sites 
and re-treating catch basins 
with larvicide,” said Paul 
Callanan, the region’s direc- 
tor of health protection. 

The mosquitoes were col- 
lected from one of several 
traps Peel Public Health main- 
tains and monitors as part of 
an annual surveillance pro- 
gram. No cases of West Nile in 
humans have been confirmed 
in Peel or Ontario to date. 

Officials are asking home- 
owners to get rid of pools of 


standing water on their prop- 
erty, and to mitigate the risk of 
mosquitoes by wearing repel- 
lent, avoiding areas with sig- 
nificant mosquito activity and 
covering exposed skin. 

The region is asking anyone 
who sees a pool of standing 
water on a piece of property 
in Peel that has not been dealt 
with to call Peel Region Pub- 
lic Health at 905-799-7700 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday to Friday. Caledon 
residents can call toll free at 
905-584-2216. 


Police looking for witnesses to fatal 
collision in Mississauga

Peel Regional Police’s 
Major Collision Bureau is 
seeking public help to find 
witnesses after a fatal colli- 
sion occurred on Hurontar- 
io Street and Ambassador 
Drive in Mississauga. 

On Wednesday, June 28, 
at approximately 6:55 a.m., 
a black Kia was travelling 
southbound on Hurontario 
Street before turning left onto 
Ambassador Drive. At the 
same time, a grey Ford pick- 
up truck was travelling north- 
bound on Hurontario Street 
and collided with the Kia. 


Dale Leneve, a 58 year-old 
male from Milton who was 
sitting in the front passen- 
ger seat of the Kia, was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The driver of the Kia suf- 
fered serious but non-life 
threatening injuries, and 
was transported to a Toronto 
trauma centre. 

The driver of the Ford pick- 
up truck received minor inju- 
ries and he was transported 
to a local hospital. 

Investigators are appealing 
for witnesses who may have 
seen the collision, have dash- 


board video footage of the 
incident, or who may have 
information regarding the 
actions of the drivers prior to 
the collision.

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Two men in custody after school 
beating in Brampton

Peel Regional Police have 
arrested and charged two 
men after an assault that 
left a 44-year-old Brampton 
man in hospital with serious 
injuries. 

On Monday, June 27, at 
around 12:35 a.m., police 
say the suspects confronted 
the victim in a dispute over 
property on Oaklea Boule- 
vard in Brampton. 


Police say the victim tried 
to run away from the sus- 
pects and was chased into an 
area behind Pauline Vanier 
Catholic Elementary School. 

They say the suspects tied 
the victim’s hands and pro- 
ceeded to physically assault 
him by repeatedly punching 
him and striking him with a 
shoe. 

Police were called to the 
area and located the victim 


behind the school, suffering 
from serious physical trau- 
ma. 

He was taken by ambu- 
lance to a trauma centre in 
Toronto, where he remains 
in critical condition. 

Police charged 19 year-old 
Jashan Sharma and 46-year 
old Gurmail Sandhar, both 
of Brampton with Aggravat- 
ed Assault and Forcible Con- 
finement. 


Police Chief Evans “excited” about 
two-year extension 


Peel Regional Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans will keep her 
job for another two years. 

The Peel Police Services 
Board approved an exten- 
sion keeping her in that post 
until October of 2019. 

“After careful consider- 


ation and deliberation, the 
Board voted to accept Chief 
Evans’ request for a two- 
year renewal of her employ- 
ment,” said Chair Amrik 
Singh Ahluwalia. 

Evans was first appoint- 
ed in September 2012 and 
became the Service’s sixth 
police chief. 

Her term has not been 
without controversy. 

She came under criticism 
over the issue of ‘carding’; 
a practice of police “street 
checks” designed to collect 
ID, which some say has ra- 
cial overtones. 

Evans stuck to her guns, 
denying a request by the 
civilian board that oversees 
policing, to suspend the 


practice. 

Despite that, Evans is 
pleased to be returning and 
credits staff for what the 
force has accomplished. 

“T am excited for the op- 
portunity to continue to 
lead this great organization. 
I would like to thank all of 
our employees and the com- 
munity for their unwavering 
support and dedication to 
our Service. I am very proud 
to have such a strong team 
behind me,” she said. 

Peel Regional Police is 
the third largest municipal 
police service in Canada 
with 2,015 uniform and 845 
civilian members with a po- 
licing population of over 1.4 
million. 


The Erin Mills community reacts to the 
Winston Churchill crash

On a day Ophelia Meneu 
should be beaming with 
pride; the day of her daugh- 
ter’s graduation, the Missis- 
sauga mom can’t help but 
feel a deep sense of loss. 

Ophelia stopped to chat 
with daughter Yvette in the 
backseat of her minivan just 
outside Erin Mills Second- 
ary School, a stone’s throw 
from the Canadian flag low- 
ered to half-mast. 

“T heard about it yester- 
day,” she said. “It’s so sad.” 
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The Erin Mills communi- 
ty is still reeling in the after- 
math of Sunday night’s hor- 
rific head-on vehicle crash 
that claimed the lives of two 
children and one adult. 

One victim was a 13-year- 
old boy who was well known 
at Erin Mills S.S. Keziah Ed- 
wards-Young was in Grade 7. 

In a letter sent home with 
students, principal Monika 
Hurford described Keziah 
as “a well liked student— a 
valuable member of our 
school community. We will 


miss him.” 

“This tragedy has brought 
great sadness to the stu- 
dents and staff,” wrote Hur- 
ford. 

Even as Ophelia prepares 
for her daughter’s big day, 
she knows the graduation 
smiles will be tinged with 
sadness. 

“Everyone is gonna pre- 
tend and put on a smile. 
It’s not gonna be the way it 
should to be.” 

On the inside, Ophelia 
says children and parents 


will be thinking of one dev- 
astated family doing any- 
thing but celebrating this 
week. 

“It’s not gonna go well. 
That’s what I think.” 

The week began with 
great anticipation. Not only 
is Yvette graduating, she 
was also due to receive an 
award for excellence. All that 
changed Monday as school 
officials scrambled to pro- 
cess the devastating news of 
the accident. Yvette’s award 
ceremony was cancelled. 

For Ophelia, Yvette and 
all the others connected to 
Erin Mills S.S., all that’s left 
now is to support the fami- 


ly anyway they can. “I don’t 
know how theyre gonna 
take it. I don’t know what I 
would’ve done. “ 

Peel Regional Police have 
released the names of those 
involved in the crash. 

40-year old Canville Rob- 
erts was pronounced dead 
at the scene. He was driving 
the Mazda that crossed the 
centre line and collided with 
the Mercedes. 

Besides Keziah, Ayon 
Brown, a five-year-old boy 
also died. Twenty-four year- 
old Camall Brown-Williams, 
who was behind the wheel of 
the Mercedes, was not seri- 
ously hurt.

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Tokhtabayev was known 
to police, having served time 
on a weapons charge. 

He was convicted of As- 
sault With A Weapon on 
Dec. 16th of last year. For 
that, Tokhtabayev served 
36 days at the Maplehurst 
Correctional facility in Mil- 
ton according to Brampton 
courthouse officials. 

He was also given three 
years probation and was un- 


der a court imposed order 
restricting his movements. 

Tokhtabayev is Peel Re- 
gion’s 10th homicide victim 
of the year and Const. Mark 
Fisher says investigators are 
looking for the public’s help 
in tracking down the shoot- 
er. 

Police say Tokhtabayev 
was in the strip club earlier 
in the evening before get- 
ting into an altercation with 


someone outside the estab- 
lishment. 

“If there was anyone at 
the establishment prior to 
police arrival that we ha- 
ven’t spoken to yet, they 
should contact us. Even if 
they don’t think so, they 
may have some information 
that could help lead us to 
who the culprits,” he said. 


United Way Peel discusses “big and

Addressing poverty solu- 
tions with big and bold 
solutions was the message 
delivered during United 
Way’s 2017 Annual General 
Meeting, held last week at 
the Courtyard by Marriott 
Toronto Brampton Hotel. 

More than 150 communi- 
ty advocates and non-profit 
leaders went out to learn 
more about the organiza- 
tion’s future goals and ini- 
tiatives, in addition to recog- 
nizing community partners 
and exceptional volunteers. 

The organization an- 
nounced that it had deliv- 
ered morethan $10.7 million 
in community investment 
to more than 200,000 res- 
idents in Peel via 53 agen- 
cies. The full breakdown in- 
cludes $2.7 million invested 
in child and youth programs 
and more than $3.4 million 
in programs that help those 
in poverty. 


“Everyone deserves a 


chance at a better future, 
and that’s influenced every 
decision we’ve made,” said 
interim President Anita 
Stellinga, who spoke about 
the organization’s mandate 
to deliver effective solutions 
to homelessness and youth 
issues. 

To that end, board Chair 
Tom Dyck announced that 
United Way of Peel had 
signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding to merge 
with the Toronto-York 
branch, in a move similar to 
other mergers between UW 
divisions in Ontario. Dyck 
said that the move is being 
done so that the organiza- 
tion can better communi- 
cate their business plans 
and take advantage of in- 
novations within the digital 
landscape. 

“Organizations that fail to 
adapt to their position risk 
becoming irrelevant,” he 
said. “We won't let that hap- 
pen. We will continue to bea

key part in the community.” 

Other speakers at the 
event reinforced the value 
of UW Peel’s contribution 
to the community, including 
Peel Labour Council Pres- 
ident Jim McDowell, who 
said that the work the orga- 
nization does is instrumen- 
tal to the lives of residents 
across Peel. “I don’t want 
to think about what would 
happen if they weren’t 
around,” he said. 

Representatives of sever- 
al service agencies through- 
out Brampton, Caledon 
and Mississauga were also 
honoured with awards by 
the Bhayana Family Foun- 
dation, including Malton 
Neighbourhood _ Services, 
Nexus Youth Services, 
Knights Table, Hope 24/7, 
Vita Centre, and Punjabi 
Community Health Ser- 
vices. 

“No one has their pulse 
more on the community 
more than human service 
agencies,” said Raksha 
Bhayana, CEO of the foun- 
dation. “They act because 
they care, are enthusiastic 
and want change.” 

She said it’s important 
to recognize the achieve- 
ments of the agencies be- 
cause it brings a human 
face to the need for solu- 
tions to major issues, and 
that their value is mea- 
sured in more than money. 


Mississauga Council 
eyes property tax hike

to pay for transit 


Property taxes could be on the rise next year, as Mississauga City Council 
debates whether to impose a three per cent hike to pay for improved 


transit and fire services.

Council is looking at a 
property tax hike of three 
per cent next year to help 
pay for enhanced MiWay 
transit and improved fire 
service. 

City finance director Jeff 
Jackson told the city bud- 
get committee the gener- 
al blended tax hike— the 
combined City and Region 
of Peel levies—would edge 
slightly over three per cent 
as the City tries to pay for an 
operating budget increase of 
5.6 per cent. 

That will help pay for the 
hiring of 30 new drivers and 
two supervisors at MiWay as 
the transit service will get a 
1.3 per cent bump in fund- 
ing. 

“It’s strictly related to 
route expansion,” Jack- 
son told the committee at a 
hearing last week. 

More money is also need- 
ed for a new fire hall and to 
hire additional firefighters, 
he said. 

Mayor Bonnie Crom- 
bie—who faces a municipal 
election next year— said she 
was uncomfortable with the 
three per cent rate and asked 
if budget officials could find 
additional savings as they 
prepare the city’s financial 
blueprint over the next few 
months. “I don’t want to go 
into 2018 with a three per 
cent blended rate,” she said. 

Ward 5 Councillor Car- 


olyn Parrish disputed at- 
tempts to trim spending to 
lower the tax rate increase 
next year. 

“This is a fair budget,” 
Parrish said. “Trying to go 
down to two per cent be- 
cause it’s an election year 
is fake. Three per cent is an 
acceptable increase.” 

Earlier, Jackson told the 
committee the City has 
identified $2.7 million in 
efficiencies, which will be 
used for other budget, needs 
to help balance the books. 

The final budget will be 
prepared this fall and go to 
council for approval by the 
end of the year. Like oth- 
er cities, Mississauga faces 
budget pressures and limit- 
ed revenue options. Howev- 
er, in the recent provincial 
budget, Ontario’s Liberal 
government allowed cities 
to impose local hotel taxes 
to generate more revenue. 

The budget committee 
authorized staff to study the 
tax, which could raise up to 
$30 million a year. 

However, broader reve- 
nue measures like a hike in 
the HST dedicated to local 
housing or infrastructure 
was rejected. As well, the 
Province also dismissed the 
idea of expanding local land 
transfer taxes beyond the 
City of Toronto to help oth- 
er local governments meet 
spending pressures. 
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Rant shone a light on rapid pace of 


demographic change

The recent disturbing rant 
bya mother at a Mississauga 
medical clinic demanding 
to see a white doctor who 


spoke English sparked 
YouTube-fuelled backlash 
around the world against 
racism and intolerance. 

As reported by PDN’s 


Marco Patrone, a 
smartphone video of the 
racist incident shot by 


another patient at the clinic 
went viral on social media 
and got 60,000 views by the 
next day around the world. 

Liberal media piled on 
the unfortunate incident 
to promote their views 
of openness, _ diversity 
and inclusion while 
immigration activists 
decried white Canadians’ 
intolerant attitude towards 
newcomers. 

But aside from the raw 
emotions it evoked, the 
“white doctor” rant also 
shone a light on an issue 
that few are willing to 


debate—the rapid pace of 
demographic change in the 
country and whether the 
more than 300,000 people 
who come to Canada each 
year is the right amount 
to satisfy the country’s 
economic needs. 

Certainly there is racism 
and intolerance in all 
communities—recent 
immigrants included. Just 
ask anyone who has come to 
Canada from war-ravaged 
Syria, Iraq, Afghanistan, 
South Sudan and other 
troubled or impoverished 
countries in the developing 
world. Look at how religion 
and factional divides play 
a role in turmoil across the 
Middle East and Africa. 

Let me_ be clear. 
Immigration in general is a 
great thing for Canada. 

T'm an immigrant myself 
from a small town in the 
Trentino region of northern 
Italy and I experienced the 
same kind of intolerance 
when I arrived as a small 
child in the 1950s as today’s 


newcomers face. But 
because of demographic 
realities— lower birth 


rates among __ traditional 
Canadians— this country 
badly needs immigrants to 
help sustain the economy 
and revitalize the labour 
pool. 

We don’t want to face the 
same future as Japan— an 
aging population, declining 
birth rate and immigration 
restrictions— that threaten 
to cut its population by a 
third over the next 50 years. 
But the pace of immigration 
in Canada must be better 
managed and more work 
needs to be done to help 
integrate new Canadians 
into society. 

All Canadians also need 
to learn more about the 
history, cultures and historic 
divisions in far-off countries 
to help them understand 
immigrants and __ their 
motivation for choosing 
Canada as their new home. 

Troubles occurred in the 
past when large waves of 
immigration undermined 
support for newcomers. Just 
ask the Chinese-Canadian 
community about the 1885 
Chinese head tax law— a 
shameful vestige of our 


intolerant past— a_ policy 
response to the growing 
number of 

Chinese workers building 
the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Two decades later, 
big riots took place against 
Asians in Vancouver and 
immigrants from China 
faced decades of restrictions 
until the postwar period. 

We live in a more tolerant 
world today, so those kinds 
of restrictions would be 
nearly impossible to impose. 
But there’s no doubt that fear 
of widespread immigration 
has gripped some around the 
country. 

It might not be a bad idea 
to revisit Canada’s policy 
of multiculturalism—_ the 
idea of a community of 
communities thatleads many 
immigrants to _ integrate 
more slowly than they 
should into general society. 
Immigrants also should try 
to adapt their cultures to 
fit with broader Canadian 
values of tolerance, equality 
of women and human rights. 

It’s also up to government, 
academics, journalists and 
citizens to look realistically

at immigration and 
positive impact on Canada 
and help dismiss many of 


the misconceptions — that 
have cropped up over the 
years. 


It’s not true that 
newcomers are a drain on 
Canada’s social welfare 
and health systems. Most 
are well educated, with 
skills in demand and the 
ability to succeed on their 
own without the help of 
government. 

It’s false to believe 
immigrants don’t want to 
work. Ask any business in 
the Alberta oilsands, B.C. 
lumber sector or Ontario’s 
auto parts and _ high-tech 
firms about where they 
would be without the 
thousands of workers in 
the foreign worker program 
who filled jobs Canadians 
did not want or didn’t have 
the skills to get. 

Immigrants are not taking 
jobs Canadians should have. 
Many newcomers work in 
sectors where there is a 
skills shortage and many 
economic immigrants bring 
significant investment into 
the country— in housing, 


small business, education 
and technology. 
Looking ahead, the 


wave of immigration will 
grow even more intense as 


our population ages and 
the country is forced to 
replenish its labour force. 
For nearly four decades, 
immigration to Canada has 
ranged from 

225,000 to about 275,000 
a year— excluding annual 
refugee totals. 

Most newcomers in recent 
decades have come from 
China, south Asia and the 
Caribbean. That’s a trend 
expected to continue since 
all major political parties 
support the current policy. 

It's up to ordinary 
Canadians— especially 
older Canadians—to 
be more inclusive and 
understanding, knowing 
that they and their ancestors 
faced the same hurdles when 
they came to this country 
generations ago. 

My two millennial 
daughters— typical of their 
generation— grew up mixing 
with other cultures in school 
and in the workplace and 
now easily navigate among 
all ethnic groups effortlessly. 
You won’t find 

them asking for a “white 
doctor” and that provides 
hope for the future.

Canada is a land of great 
opportunities. You can be- 
come anything you want to 
be in this great country. You 
just need to walk with your 
head high and with a clear 
sense of direction. 

We live in a complex 
multicultural society. But 
language, education and 
cultural barriers and biases 
are hindering the ability of 
GTA’s growing South Asian 
community to get on their 
collective feet after they im- 
migrate to Canada. 

Nearly 200,000 people 
with roots in India, Paki- 
stan, Bangladesh and Sri 
Lanka— three-quarters of 
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them immigrants— call 
the GTA home. Brampton 
boasts the third-largest 
number of South Asian resi- 
dents in our great nation. 

Sadly, more than one- 
third of South Asians are 
not fluent in English. These 
language barriers hurt their 
ability to find jobs in their 
profession and they hinder 
Canada’s business commu- 
nity and labour pool. Many 
talented individuals who 
need to find a steady income 
as quickly as possible are 
left out in the cold. 

When I came to Canada in 
1989, I had the same prob- 
lem. I could neither read nor 


write English. I was trying to 
find a good job, yet I was un- 
able to understand a single 
word when prospective em- 
ployers would grant me an 
interview. 

My hopes were slowly dy- 
ing. 

The inability to overcome 
these barriers causes many 
individuals to abandon their 
special skills in favour of 
minimum wage jobs. This 
is such a waste of talent. 
Canada allows thousands of 
immigrants into our great 
country on a point system 
designed to promote skilled 
labour. However, many 
of these individuals never 


work in their chosen field 
because of these aforemen- 
tioned social barriers. 

Immigrants come to Can- 
ada with hopes of working 
in their profession, but soon 
are left with no options but 
to take any kind of job to put 
food on the table. 

Also, many employers 
ask for Canadian work ex- 
perience and that’s anoth- 
er big problem immigrants 
face. The government has 
attempted to address this 
problem by providing ser- 
vices designed to integrate 
immigrants into the com- 
munity. However, many 
people don’t know such ser- 
vices are available to them 
and the government seems 
unaware of their linguistic 
difficulties. For example, 


40 per cent of South Asians 
have difficulty finding help 
in order to learn English. 

These gaps need to close. 
Services need to be widely 
promoted to ensure they 
reach the appropriate indi- 
viduals. What good does it 
do to have services— paid 
for by your tax dollars— if 
they aren’t being adequate- 
ly promoted and used as 
planned? 

We need to come togeth- 
er. South Asians need to un- 
derstand and recognize our 
needs and then must reach 
out to other ethnic commu- 
nities with similar needs 
and circumstances. We can 
support each other. 

In Mississauga, there are 
many information centres 
for newcomers where they 


provide a wide range of in- 
formation on education and 
training, as well as govern- 
ment programs and settle- 
ment services. 

South Asians new to Mis- 
sissauga can find out how to 
access training, search for a 
job and even register for En- 
glish as a Second Language 
(ESL) instruction at Ontar- 
io’s Ministry of Citizenship 
and Immigration website 
(http://www.citizenship. 
gov.on.ca/english/work- 
ing/). fe

Underground LRT station p

Port Credit is set to get an 
underground light-rail sta- 
tion. 

Mississauga Ward 1 Coun- 
cillor Jim Tovey announced 
the news last week, after a 
presentation by Metrolinx 
staff at city council’s general 
committee meeting. 

With Metrolinx announc- 
ing that the Hurontario 
Light Rail Transit Project 
(which comprises 20 km of 
light-rails between Gateway 
Terminal in Brampton and 
Port Credit GO) is moving 
into the next stage of the 
procurement process, Tov- 
ey took to Twitter to share 
news about the proposed 
underground station. 

The proposed LRT stop at 
Port Credit GO will be recon- 
figured into an underground 
station with a civic plaza on 
top of it. Stairway and eleva- 
tor access will be available

to the underground portion. 

The committee’s report 
also proposes a_ separate 
portal on the west side of 
Hurontario Street to allow 
for pedestrian and cycling 
traffic, and also notes that 
it would still be possible to 
extend the LRT system fur- 


os 


ther south under Park Street 
if required. 

Included in the report is 
a staff proposal for addi- 
tional design refinements 
and corridor enhancements 
that go beyond the initial 
project scope, including 
the development of an en- 
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hanced corridor design for 
Duke of York Boulevard, 
a context-sensitive design 
for stops near the Britannia 
Lands and a proposal for a 
separate LRT structure at 
the Highway 403 crossing to 
alleviate traffic concerns.

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Crombie wants relief from the 
Province as cap and trade adds 
$1.25m to City’s diesel costs

The City of Mississauga 
wants a break on higher 
fuel costs resulting from a 
provincial program aimed 
at cutting greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

At the Wednesday, June 
28 meeting, Council passed 
a motion asking the Prov- 
ince for an exemption to 
offset increases in the cost 
of diesel fuel resulting 
from the province’s cap 
and trade program. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
pushed through the mo- 
tion and later released this 
quote through her office: 
“Given that the vast major- 
ity of our diesel fuel is used 


for buses, and given that 
investing in and growing 
our public transit ridership 
reduces GHG emissions, 
it would be helpful if the 
diesel fuel used by munic- 
ipal transit services was 
made exempt from cap and 
trade.” 

The provincial program 
will hike the city’s diesel 
fuel bill by about $1.25 mil- 
lion; an amount accounted 
for in the 2017 budget. 

Crombie says she’ll send 
a letter to the Minister and 
“hopefully start a discus- 
sion about how this could 
happen.”

program began on Jan. 1 of 
this year. 

Municipalities are not 
directly involved in the 
program, but do have the 
option of creating credits 
based on corporate green- 
house gas reduction activi- 
ties and to sell them. 

An example of those ac- 
tivities might be the credits 
gained from planting trees 
in the city, which could 
then be sold in the carbon 
market.

One Mississauga airplane 
manufacturer is opening the 
floodgates for youths to re- 
ceive in-demand skills and 
full-time jobs. 

MHI Canada Aerospace 
announced Thursday morn- 
ing that it is helming an on- 
going Structural Airplane 
Apprentice Program, which 
gives interested youth appli- 
cants the means to receive 
meaningful training, skills 
and the opportunity to re- 
ceive full-time work with the 
company, which produces 
airplane frames and assem- 
blies. 

Individuals between the 
ages of 18 — 29 can apply for 
the course, which includes a 
20-week training program 
and eight-month appren- 
ticeship.

Appli- 
cants do not need to have 
a high school diploma, col- 
lege diploma or university 
degree to apply. Candidates 
for the program will work 
directly out of MHI’s Missis- 
sauga branch. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
was also on-hand to deliv- 
er remarks, as her office 
has partnered with MHI to 
bring more awareness to the 
company and the program. 
Having made job opportu- 
nities for youths an ongoing 
priority during her tenure 
via work with the Mayor’s 
Youth Employment Expo 
and other initiatives, Crom- 
bie spoke about the need 
for creating sustainable, 
beneficial work for talented 
youths in the area. “I remain 


committed to creating mu- 
tually beneficial connections 
between talented youth in 
search of employment and 
local community builders in 
need of talented youth,” she 
said. 

“With school now fin- 
ished, and many students 
now looking for opportuni- 
ties to start the next chapter 
of their lives, I encourage 
them to apply.”

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Mayor and MPPs welcome OMB reforms in Brampton

The Ontario Municipal 
Board’s proposed reforms 
will be a welcome sight for 
local businesses and home- 


owners, local politicians 
said at a press conference in 
Brampton. 


Mayor Linda Jeffrey ap- 
plauded the changes this 
past Wednesday during 
a media event in Garden 
Square, as Municipal Affairs 
Minister Bill Mauro an- 
nounced proposed reforms 
to the OMB and provincial 
land use plans. 

The OMB deals with mu- 
nicipal applications and ap- 
peals on land use planning, 
financial issues relates to 
developments, land expro- 
priation and other munici- 
pal issues. With the advent 
of new legislation by the On- 
tario government, the OMB 
will be replaced with a Local 
Planning Appeal Tribunal, 


which will give communi- 
ties a greater stake in local 
issues. 

Munro also announced 
updates to four  provin- 
cial land use plans for the 
Greater Golden Horseshoe 
(GGH) area in southern 
Ontario. Brampton West 
MPP Vic Dhillon MPP and 
Brampton-Springdale MPP 
Harinder Malhi echoed the 


mayor’s sentiments that 
the changes will be good for 
Brampton. 


On June 1, the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan came into 
effect, which follows the up- 
dated Growth Plan for the 
Greenbelt Plan and the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Conserva- 
tion Plan that will come into 
effect on July 1. 

“In a fast-growing city like 
Brampton, we welcome the 
updated growth plan and 
the proposed reforms of the 
land use planning appeal 
system, which will bring de- 


cisions to the local level and 
we believe will strengthen 
transparency and account- 
ability,” Jeffrey said. 

Communities—at the lo- 
cal level— will have a stron- 
ger voice in their planning 
and development of their 
neighbourhoods, the place 
where they live, work and 
play. Replacing the OMB 
with the Local Planning Ap- 
peal Tribunal will “ensure 
people have access to faster, 
fairer and more affordable 
hearings,” Mauro said. 

At 600,000 _ people, 
Brampton is the ninth larg- 
est city in Canada, and the 
second fastest growing city 
in Canada: Brampton is ex- 
pected to grow to nearly one 
million residents by 2041. 

During the two years of 
planning that went into 
these updates, the Province 
heard from various stake- 
holders, including the City 
of Brampton.

The history of the 
Brampton Tennis Club 


Tennis has had a long 
and interesting history in 
Brampton. Reports of its 
popularity as a local recre- 
ational sport date back to 
the 1880s. 

Brampton Tennis Club 
originated in 1885 as part of 
the Brampton Amateur Ath- 
letic Association. 

This Association, among 
other activities, created the 
first organized tennis courts 
for the public on the Rosalea 
Park grounds. 

The location of the Club 
in Brampton changed from 
time to time during its first 
half-century or so of exis- 
tence. 

However, in 1954, the 
Club sought assistance from 
the then Town of Brampton 
and was granted the use of 
part of Rosalea Park. 

That year, with the cre- 
ation of four clay courts on 
land that had been used as 
a lacrosse pitch, the current

location took root. 

Over the years, there have 
been significant changes 
such as overhead lighting, 
a clubhouse, additional clay 
courts as well as two hard 
courts, and an automatic 
sprinkler system. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
numerous Club members 
over the years, the popular- 
ity of tennis has grown in 
Brampton and the Club has 
become a significant land- 
mark on the local sports 
scene. 

Three Club members: 
Amblo Wilby, Ralph Ad- 
setts and Cecil Stokoe were 
officially recognized by the 
City for all their efforts and 
were inducted into the City 
of Brampton Sports Hall of 
Fame. 

Plaques to commemorate 
Wilby, Adsetts and Stokoe 
can be found in the club- 
house.

seen on the clubhouse wall. 

Over the years hundreds 
of players have learned the 
game at the Club through 
well-designed lessons of- 
fered by excellent coaches. 

While most simply en- 
joyed recreational tennis, 
others with a more compet- 
itive nature took their game 
to a higher level. 

Some former members of 
the Brampton Tennis Club 
have even competed inter- 
nationally; the best known 
is Jill Hetherington who 
played in professional tour- 
naments worldwide includ- 
ing Wimbledon. 

Today, the Club contin- 
ues to grow with over 400 
members and numerous 
programs for all ages and 
interests.

A newly-formed local soc- 
cer organization is dreaming 
big and going for gold. 

Canadian Arena Soccer 
Association (CASA) plans 
to bring arena-style, 6-ver- 
sus-6 soccer to Mississau- 
ga’s Hershey Centre, start- 
ing this October. 

The announcement was 
made last week at the Mis- 
sissauga Civic Centre, where 
the executive team and of- 
ficial jerseys were revealed 
for the first time. Phil Ion- 
adi (Oakville SC Academy) 
will act as general manager, 
while arena legend Hector 
Mariano will act as technical 
director and Team Canada 
all-time scorer Dwayne De 
Rosario will head up the as- 
sociation’s pro committee. 

CASA intends to complete 
on a national level through 
the creation of an Arena 
Premier League, which 
will be the first sanctioned 
semi-professional soccer 
league in Mississauga. Team 
president Joe Vaccano an- 


nounced his intent loud and 
clear to bring a world-class 
franchise to the city right 
from the get-go. 

“We want to support a 
long-term vision of building 
soccer in Mississauga,” he 
said. “We believe this is the 
right place, with the right 
history, to host the pro- 
gram.” 

CASA intends to chal- 
lenge the reigning United 
States soccer team at the 
2018 World Arena Soccer 
Championship, and intends 
to achieve that goal through 
“Team Canada”, which in- 
cludes a mix of experienced 
players, and the develop- 
ment of a Youth Arena Pre- 
mier League at the Hershey 
Centre’s Canlan Sportsplex 
for young talent in Missis- 
sauga. Executives said that 
the YAPL will kick off in fall 
2017 and include nearly 80 
local teams in the city. 

Mariano, who played soc- 
cer as a youth in Mississau- 
ga before moving overseas 
to continue his career when 
he was 18, said that the de- 


velopment of such a youth 
league was near and dear to 
his heart. “Everything I have 
in my life has to do with 
soccer, and Mississauga has 
been a big part of that,” he 
said, emphasizing that he 
wants local youth talent to 
represent the city on a world 
stage. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
and Ward 4 Councillor John 
Kovac were also on hand to 
praise the announcement, 
with Kovac noting that it 
follows his recent achieve- 
ment of getting a boxed soc- 
cer pitch installed in the city 
centre. 

Crombie said that CASA 
fits in line with the city’s goal 
of supporting local sports 
organizations and youth 
players, noting that “invest- 
ing in local athletes is at the 
heart of city-building.” 

The Hershey Centre will 
serve as the headquarters 
and training centre for both 
CASA and Team Canada in 
preparation for the Oct. 1 
game, with Litecorr Global.

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Parks and Recreation Master Plan 
endorsed by Brampton council 


Councillors at the City of 
Brampton endorsed a Parks 
and Recreation Master Plan 
(PRMP) last week, which 
is intended to provide a 
framework for the delivery 
of parks and open space, in- 
door and outdoor recreation 
facilities and _ recreational 
programming and services 
for Brampton, over the next 
15 years. 

In a news release, the City 
said that the PRMP will not 
only build upon Brampton’s 
legacy of parks, recreation- 
al and sport facilities and 
program delivery, but will 
also offer recommendations 
along with a suggested time 
frame for its delivery. 

The Master Plan is part 
of the City’s “Future Ready” 
initiative”, which addresses 
trends in the area’s changing 
population and needs. The 
PRMP will evaluate existing 
parks, sports and recreation 
infrastructure, and also pro- 
vide a financial plan to guide 
future decision-making. 

“The Parks and Recre- 
ation Master Plan reflects 
a new perspective that, I 


believe, will better serve 
our changing demograph- 
ics and their varied needs,” 
said Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey. 

“Over time, this will help 
us provide the most suitable 
parks and recreational fa- 
cilities and programs in the 
right location, at the right 
scale to best meet the needs 
of our community.” 

One of the key priorities 
of the PRMP is a focus on 
promoting healthy lifestyles 
for people and encouraging 
them to get more active. 

Some of the recommen- 
dations in the PRMP over 
the next 15 years include: 


¢ Construction of a multi- 
use community centre in 
Brampton West (west of 
Mississauga Road and north 
of Steeles Avenue). 

¢ Development of a new 
seniors’ centre to serve the 
Brampton East area 

¢ Strategically optimizing 
the City’s older and smaller 
community centres through 
redesign and redevelopment 

¢ Adding more than 240 


hectares of new parkland to 
the City’s inventory, guided 
by a Parkland Acquisition 
Strategy 

¢ Developing a prioritized 
list of parks for redeveloped 
through a Parkland Renewal 
Plan 

¢ Constructing a mini- 
mum of nine new ‘rectan- 
gular’ grass fields, one new 
artificial turf field and three 
new cricket pitches.

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Second Annual RBC Canadian Open 5k Golf Run set to go Saturday July 22 
Two sisters from Lorne Park will run to honour their grandparents

The second running of 
the RBC Canadian Open 5k 
Golf Run is scheduled for Sat- 
urday, July 22 at Glen Abbey 
Golf Club in Oakville. 

The event was original- 
ly conceived by Landmark 
Sports, a Mississauga-based 
sports and event marketing 
company to draw attention 
to the annual RBC Canadian 
Open during the week leading 
up to the opening round. 

Landmark Sports also 
founded the Mississauga Mar- 
athon and the Oakville Half 
Marathon. 

They are no strangers to 
the golf world either, as they 
have organized numerous 
charity golf tournaments and 
represent several pro golfers, 
including Brittany Marchand, 
Ryan Williams and Jim Rut- 
ledge. 

“When we met with Golf 
Canada they wanted to add an 
event that would build aware- 


ness with the general public 
that may not necessarily be 
regular golfers,” stated race 
director Brody Coles. 

“People that love golf and 
consider it their main sport 
are well aware of the tour- 
nament. However, there is 
a broader scope of folks that 
need a little of enticement to 
attend. Having an opportu- 
nity to run on the very golf 
course that top golf pros will 
be playing in just a few days is 
an interesting concept,” com- 
mented Coles. 

“In our first year, we at- 
tracted 400 participants, and 
many of them have run in our 
other races. Golf Canada was 
thrilled with the extra expo- 
sure,” he added. 

“Our online registrations 
are double what they were last 
year to date, so it is conceiv- 
able that we could have 800 
people at the start line on race 
morning. Fingers crossed.” 

The race starts at hole #1 


and traces the course through 
the first nine holes before 
crossing over to the 17th and 
finishing up at the very scenic 
18th. Race registration fees 
are $65 until July 5, $70 until 
July 19 and $75 on race day. 

Participants will receive an 
authentic runners bib num- 
ber, souvenir T-shirt, lunch 
and a finisher’s medal. The 
race fee also includes a free 
any-day pass to the 2017 Ca- 
nadian Open. Finishers will 
have the opportunity to visit 
the Coors Light Beer Garden 
and will be able to sit and 
watch the third round of the 
British Open on the big screen 
TV. 

In order to attract the golf- 
ing crowd, Landmark has 
conceived a Golf Club Cham- 
pionship. The golf club that 
has the most participants in 
this year’s 5k run will win a 
upgraded pass to the Golf 
Canada House, a hospitality 
area that has great views of six 


holes of the course. 

Last year’s race scored a 96 
per cent satisfaction rate on a 
post event survey. 

These events are all about 
participation and the enjoy- 
ment of running. Two sisters 
from Lorne Park plan to run 
the race together in honour of 
their grandparents. 

Addison _Tzeng-Fearon, 
11 and her older sister McK- 
enzie Tzeng-Fearon,13 have 
been running together with 
the support of mother Mar- 
garet for about two years now.

Otoniel “Otto” 
Vélez Franceschi 


Vélez was named the Blue 
Jays’ opening day designated 
hitter in their first ever game 
on April 7, 1977, as he went 2 
for 4 with a run, helping To- 
ronto slam the Chicago White 
Sox 9-5. What a month he 
had 40 years ago! Vélez was 
named AL MVP for April. He 
hit a torrid .442 with 5 HR 
and 18 RBI in 21 games. Vélez 
had a strong first season with 
the Jays: a .256 batting aver- 
age with 16 HR and 62 RBI in 
120 games. 

Vélez saw his offensive 
production dip in 1978, as 
he hit .266 with 9 HR and 38 
RBI in 91 games, but despite 
appearing in only 99 games 
in 1979, Vélez improved to a 
.288 batting average with 15 
HR and 48 RBI. 

Vélez had his best season 
in 1980 In 104 games: he hit 
.269 with 20 HR and 62 RBI. 


His night of nights! 

On May 4 that year, Vélez 
hit four home runs in a dou- 
bleheader against Cleve- 
land. 

Vélez hit one of each pos- 
sible home run in the dou- 
bleheader — that is, a solo, 
two-run, three-run home 
run as well as a grand slam. 
In other words, “hitting for 
the cycle” in home runs. His 
home run and RBI totals 
were the second highest on 
the team. 

Vélez struggled in 1981, 
appearing in 80 games, bat- 
ting .213 with 11 HR and 28 
RBI. 

In 1982, Vélez appeared 
in only 28 games with To- 
ronto, hitting .192 with 1 HR 
and 5 RBI. On Sept. 7, the 
Blue Jays released Vélez

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A trip to the farmers’ market — a personal take

On a beautiful Saturday 
morning I grabbed my re- 
usable shopping bag and set 
off on a culinary adventure 
of sorts. My destination: 
the Port Credit Farmers 
Market. Nestled away in the 
corner of the LCBO parking 
lot, a horseshoe of shade 
tents with a central block 
of vendors bustled with the 
morning crowd. 

I decided to take a seat 
at the café style set up near 
the entertainment; with 
10 or so small tables and 
chairs, there was ample 
room. Destination Cafe, 

a local retailer provides 

the coffee. Alongside the 
bulk beans was a variety 

of freshly brewed coffee 
available for $2. In keeping 
with the environmentally 
friendly spirit of the market, 
the owners had set out 
pieces of raw pasta to use 


as stir sticks. After grabbing 
an apple pie scone from 
COBS Bread, I sat down to 
consider my options. While 
the entertainment was on 
a break, there was music 
playing over the speaker 
system. When an excellent, 
but obscure Paul Simon 
track came on, I knew I had 
to meet the performer. 
With a row of six guitars, 
David Jones looked right 
at home in the corner of 
the market closest to the 
sidewalk. He and his wife 
Lynette form The Byethe- 
ways, an acoustic folk duo. 
With a set list ranging from 
classic rock to 80s ballads 
they provided a fitting 
soundtrack to the morn- 
ing. The acoustic music 
and two-part harmonies 
was just the right pace and 
mood. Tracks included the 
Talking Heads’ “Take Me To 
The River” and Joni Mitch- 
ell’s “Free Man in Paris”. 


As a HUGE carbohydrate 
fan, I was enticed by the 
amazing spread from COBS 
Bread. While my eyes were 
naturally drawn to the 
pastries and scones, there 
was a variety of fresh bread 
and buns available. Styles 
included vienna, french 
stick and twist loaves with 
delicious flavours baked 
within. 

While fresh vegetables 
are prominent, there were 
a number of other retailers 
as well. The toy fad of the 
day, fidget spinners were 
for sale. Also featured 
was a booth from Mojja 
socks. With a range of 
funky colours and patterns, 
Mojja typified the farmers’ 
market vendor: selling 
an item that was unique, 
interesting and hard to find. 
There were several vendors 
who featured specialty spa 
products, including soaps 
and body scrubs. A variety 
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of potted shrubs and plants 
rounded out the non-edible 
offerings. 

Of course, the focus of 
the farmers’ market is food. 
The market is not just about 
raw ingredients however; 
there are plenty of prepared 
foods as well. Bees Are Life 
had an impressive display, 
bringing together a variety 
of honey products from 
several different local pro- 
ducers. I had no idea there 
were So many varieties of 
this simple staple. Honey 
from every type of flower 
imaginable and soaps as 
well; perfect for clean up 
after you shamelessly stick 
your finger into the honey 
jar! Gourmet cheese and 
an entire vendor dedicated 
to kettle popped popcorn 
made it difficult to stick to 
my plan for a healthy meal. 
With three sizes and a mul- 
titude of flavours like brown 
sugar and cinnamon, you 
can pick up a bag for family 
movie night, assuming you 
can resist eating it all as you 
stroll the market. 

Also notable was the 
display from “Gourmazing 
Soups” selling frozen bulk 
soups at $6 for a 500 ml 
container. The amazing 
sample of coconut yam soup 
was enough to prompt a se- 
rious study of the numerous 
flavours for sale. 

While shopping at a 
farmers’ market may mean 
you re paying a higher price 
than retail, the freshness 
and quality more than make 


up the difference. Case in 
point: farm fresh eggs. Just 
like locally grown produce, 
the taste of fresh eggs area 
world away from their store 
bought counterparts. I had 
not expected to find eggs, 
but the rows of coolers told 
me they must be a popular 
product. 

Perfectly ripe strawber- 
ries were naturally on offer 
at $6 for a small box. If 
you re used to fruit trucked 
in from the U.S.A., hold on 
to your taste buds. Whether 
you re planning on making 
a dessert or eating them 
raw, fresh Ontario straw- 
berries are simply one of 
the best parts of summer. 

A variety of leafy greens, 
perfect for a summer salad 
is another staple crop for 
the farms of Ontario. Kale 
was available for $3.50 
a bunch and spinach for 
$2. The vegetables are as 
fresh as they are numerous. 
Beefsteak tomatoes were $5 
for a small basket, and fresh 
cucumbers numbered about 
six for $5. Other offerings 
included carrots at $2 for 
a small basket and mixed 
sweet peppers for $4.50. 
Hornby garlic offered a 
variety of types for those 
recipes calling for a flavour 
boost. 

I set out to make a meal 
to feed four people on a 
budget. Not including $4 
dollars on the coffee and 
scone, I spent only $20, 
which works out to $5 dol- 
lars per serving.

I purchased: 
Vienna Loaf: $5 
Farm fresh eggs: $5 / 
dozen 
Kale: $3.50 / bunch 
Spinach: $2 / bunch 
Peppers: $4.50 / basket 
The eggs were an obvious 
choice for the main course, 
and a three -egg omelette 
with some fresh-diced pep- 
pers and toast is a simple 
and quickly prepared dish. 
Allow the peppers some 
time to cook before adding 
the eggs. Alternately, an egg 
sandwich on fresh bread 
would still leave about a 
third of a loaf for later. 
With kale, the spine 
of the leaf needs to be 
removed. You can roughly 
chop or simply tear the 
leaves to get the desired 
size. A spinach and kale 
salad with the remaining 
peppers makes an excellent 
side dish. While a balsamic 
dressing is typical, I find 
a raspberry vinaigrette 
provides a lighter touch, 
allowing the flavour of the 
greens to be dominant. 
Wonderful snacks, great 
music and atmosphere and 
an amazing meal make 
the farmers’ market one of 
the highlights of summer 
in Mississauga. The Port 
Credit Farmers Market 
can be found on the corner 
of Elmwood Avenue and 
Lakeshore Road East, in the 
parking lot of the LCBO. It 
runs Saturdays from 8 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. until October.

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Habitat for Humanity’s first build in Caledon will help 10 families

Volunteers and city 
officials will be rolling up 
their sleeves this summer 
as Habitat for Humanity 
launches its first-ever build 
project in Caledon. 

The ribbon cutting was 
held Thursday morning 
with dignitaries, volunteers, 
supporters, sponsors and 
Habitat GTA employees in 
attendance. The project, 
which will be located at the 
corner of Kennedy Road 
and Learmont Avenue, 
will provide affordable 
low-income housing for 10 
families by summer 2018. 

Mayor Allan Thompson, 
who was present at the 
ceremony, said that the 
project validates the need 
for affordable housing in 
the area. “I look forward 
to when we turn the key 
and this construction site 
becomes a home for a de- 
serving and hard-working

family,” he said. 

Thompson welcomed 
the partner families who 
will eventually become 
homeowners, and thanked 
Habitat GTA vice-president 
of regional development 
Thomas Fischer and his 
team for overseeing the 
project. 

The project will provide 
affordable housing to 10 
working, low-income fami- 
lies. The families, who must 
pay the no-interest mort- 
gage, qualify under HFH’s 
criteria. They are expected 
to move in by the end of 
summer 2018. 

“With an extreme short- 
age of affordable housing 
options across the GTA, it’s 
important for us to start 
building in Caledon,” said 
Fischer. 

It was also a special day 
for Wafaa Talha of Bramp- 
ton, a future Habitat home- 


owner. Wafaa, her husband 
Muhammad and two of 
their three sons were on 
hand to take part in the cer- 
emony. Wafaa, Muhammad 
and 15-year old son Rvaha 
have completed about 350 
hours of the required 500 
sweat-equity hours needed 
for the project, via their 
volunteer work at Habitat’s 
ReStore location and anoth- 
er build site. 

“There may be grey skies 
today, but you guys always 
make it bright,” said Fisch- 
er. “As I think of Canada’s 
150 birthday, I think of the 
blessings we have such as 
a great community,” he 
added. 


One longstanding Habitat 
for Humanity tradition 
is a devotional at ribbon 
cuttings to “remember the 
spirit in which we gather,” 
Fischer said. 


Rev. Lloyd Paul of May- 
fied United Church, who 
delivered the message, said 
Habitat for Humanity is a 
great opportunity for the 
Caledon community. 

Partners such as the Re- 
gion of Peel and the Town 
of Caledon, along with 
support from corporations, 
individuals and volunteers 
have been helping to make 
decent, affordable homes 
through Habitat a reality for 
local families. 


“T have had the 
personal plea- 
sure of notifying 
a few of the fam- 
ilies that they 
will be moving 
in, and hearing 
what having a 
decent, afford- 
able place to call 
home and raise 
their children 
means to them. 
It’s truly inspir- 


ing,” said Fischer.

HFH partner families do 
not need to provide a down 
payment and no-interest 
mortgages are capped at 
30 per cent of a family’s 
income. Families must 
volunteer and complete 500 
sweat-equity hours.

When Indian vocalist 
Vandana Vishwas moved 
to Mississauga, what 
impressed her most about 
the city was its diversity.

album, 2016’s Parallels. 
The album comprises five 
songs, each performed 
twice in different musical 
styles. “Mai Beqaid”, 
which opens Parallels as a 
flamenco tune, is reprised 
as a country song later 
in the album. Parallels 
combines everything from 
traditional African music 
to 1970s rock. 

The foundation of 
the album is Vishwas’ 
background in Hindustani 
music, the classical 
tradition of northern 
India. “It was initially a 
challenge,” she says. 
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“It was not very clear how 
I should proceed, which 
genres would go best with 
Indian music.” 

Growing up in 
Chhattisgarh, India, 
Vishwas started singing 
when she was four. By 
16, she had completed 
her music degree in the 
Hindustani tradition 
and was singing her 
compositions on All India 
Radio. 

Simultaneously, 
Vishwas studied 
architecture. Her career 
as an architect took her to 
Dubai, where music took 
a back seat to her work, 
and later to the Greater 
Toronto Area. 

The multicultural music 
scene in the GTA reignited 
Vishwas’ artistic side. She 
released her first album, 
Meera the Lover in 2009. 
In 2012, Vishwas won a 
MARTY in Established 
Performing Arts.

A year later, she released 
her second album, 
Monologues, followed in 
2014 by a promotional 
track for the novel 
Samarsiddha by Sandeep 
Nayyar. Vishwas then left 
her architectural work to 
focus on music. 

In her spare time, 
Vishwas enjoys sampling 
the multicultural cuisine 
of Mississauga. While she 
enjoys Mexican, Italian, 
and Thai food, Vishwas 
has a special fondness for 
Ethiopian cuisine.
